Had Bought From Cities and Put Them 


Up As Collateral for Loans. 
CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 16,—Aceording to an official statement 


issued today by the Bankers’ Committee investigating the affairs of 


Denison, Prior & Co., the bankers and brokers who failed several days 
ago, following the suicide of Leland W. Prior, a member, the liabili- 
ties of the firm, including the forged bonds, put out by L. W. Prior, 


will aggregate $3,000,000. 

The out by the 
Bankers’ is as fol- 
lows: 

“The total Nabilities, 
forgeries, aggregate 
three million dollars, and there are val- 
id assets either in the hands of 
firm collateral of about 
and-a-half milllen. 

“This total of three million 
about one million of assets and liabill- 
iles in the and Cleveland bond 
Cepartments, not heretofore 
heen taken into account, as the bonds 
in the bond departments are good and 
valid bonds largely hypothecated and 
more than umple to pay obligations 
against them.

They Thought Sons’ Genius 
Kept Them Out of 
Mischief, 


Mrs. Joseph Koci of 1525 Picker street 
manipulated her sewing machine in the 
usual way Tuesday, the motor with 
which it had been equipped by her sons, 
George and Joseph Koci Jr., having 
heen removed when the lads were taken 

to Four Courts on the charge of theft. 

George is lg years old and Joseph 14. 

Mrs. Koci complained one day of be- 
ing too tired to sew. 

“Why, we can fix that all right,” said 
George, and when Joseph came home 
from work that evening the two put 
their heads together, with the result 
that a motor was placed on a chair near 
the machine, a leather band connected 
with the wheel of the machine, and the 
eurrent switched on so that all Mrs. 
Koci had to do was move the cloth to 
the proper positions and adjust the 
thread. 

George and Joseph admit that the ap- 
pliances with which they fitted up their 
room with electrical lighting and bell- 
ringing devices and with miniature 
motor cars were stolen. George is 17 
years old, and his brother is 14. 

Mr. and Mrs. Koci greatly shocked 
when they learned that the boys had 
been guilty of thefts, told Policemen 
McCarthy and Bunting that they had 
encouraged the children’s decided talent 
for the appliance of electricity, but that 
they supposed the materials were given 
them by their employers. 

A spring wagon was filled with the 
articles taken by the policemen from 
the boys’ room to Four Courts. 4 
George Koci is employed by the Frank 
Adam Electric Co., Ninth and _ Pine 
streets. He was arrested Monday even- 
ing in the store of the Lange Electric 
Co., 1145 Olive street, as he made toward 
the door with a storage battery and 
parts of a telephone. Joseph was ar- 
rested a few minutes later at Fourteenth 
street and Lafayette avenue, He is em- 


ployed by the Pioneer Cooperage Co. 

When the policemen were admitted 
to the room occupied by the boys at 
their home. they were amazed. Prettily 
arranged lights flashed into brilliance 
at the movement of levers. Small motor 
cars were sent spipning around the room 
on a tiny track. Bells were set tinkling 
by pressure on the switches which con- 
trolled them. 

All the materials for this, the boys ad- 
mitted later, was stolen. They made the 
various devices themselves, planning 
them together in the evening after work. 

Mr. and Mrs. Koci said they had con- 
sidered that the fondness of the youths 
for the study and application of elec- 
trical principles kept them out of mis- 
chief, and nad encouraged it for that

Biblical Play Offers Beautiful 
Stage Pictures in Melodra- 
matic Atmosphere. 


Mr. Wright “Lorimer in ‘*‘The Shepherd 
King,” began a week’s engagement ast 
the Century Theater Monday evening 
before a fairly large audience in which 
were many of the local clergy, curious 
to see the new biblical play. The pro- 
duction, made under the personal super- 
vision of William A. Brady, who was 
present at the St. Louis opening, was 
striking in some respects and disap- 
pointing in others. 

During the progress of its story some 
very eftlective stage pictures are pre- 
sented, notably the camp of Saul at 
dawn in the vale of Eiah, the tableau of 
David hurling from his primitive siing 
the stone that slays the giant Goliath oi 
Gath, the palace of Saul at Gibeah, the 
cave of the Witch of Endor and the 
court of Saul'’s palace during the battle 
that ends with the death of Saul and 
Jonathan and the elevation of David to 
the throne of Israel. ‘These are am- 
bitious scttings and remain in the mem- 
ory as the most worthy achievements 
of the production. A moving climax 
also was the sudden appearance before 
the mad King’ Saul of the shepherd 
boy David, harp in hand, soothing with 
music the perturbed soul of 
mind-darkened ruler. 

The play itself is pitched in too melo- 
dramatic a Key to be in thorough har- 
mony with its lofty theme. This criti- 
cism applies to Mr. Lorimer’s own work 
in the title role and, with almost the 
single exception of Miss Helen Holmes 
as the Princess. Michal, beloved by 
David, includes all the principal charac- 
ters. Save in the case of the Sau} of 
Mr. Ethelbert Hales, which must. con- 
sistently be played in the melodramatic 
key, good warrant is lacking for the 
noisiness of declamation and the ex- 
aggerated intensity of portrayal of the 
other roles. The play’s appeal to the 
audtence would be vastly strengthened 
by a greater simplicity in character in- 
terpretation and by permitting the dra- 
matic appeal of the situations them- 
selves powerful in more than one in- 
stance, to create its legitimate effect 
free from too obvious straining. 

A material toning down of Mr. Lori- 
mer’s conception of the part of David 
would mean the creation of a most im- 
pressive figure. The character of Da- 
vid—shepherd lad, poej, warrior and 
king—lends itself finely to the drama. 
and, like many another vital figure of 
Holy Writ, comes almost ready made

One of, the ring stories 
men never weary hearing is that of the 
Heenan-Sayers ht, the first of inter- 
national pugilistic contests between 
America and England, 

Recently the Post-Dispatch has r- 
ceived many queries regarding the facts 
connected with this most famous of 
fights... Writers want to Know who had 
the best of the bajtle. 

There exists no doubt on earth that 
Heenan would, had the ropes not been 
eut in the thirty-fifth round by Johnny 
Carr, beaten Sayers. He had his head 
under his left arm, the arm over the 





upper rope and was choking and punch- 

















ing the life out of Sayers. The Briton 
could not drop and end the round be- 
cause tht rope would not permit him to 
do so. In order to let him down Carr 
cut the hempen strand. It is true that 
Sayers was a much smaller man than 
Heenan, some five inches shorter and 
8) pounds lighter, but he was England’s 
best fighter at the time. He was given 
great credit for fighting from the sixth 
round with his right arm partially dis- 
abled. The injury, however, came from 
a clean left-handed punch from Heenan. 
Thus it was attributable to the fighting 
ability of Heenan, not to misfortune or 
chance. In guarding a blow Sayers’ 
arm was hit so hard that it was ren- 
dered useless for hitting. He fought the 
remaining rounds with his left hand. 
The right, too, was Tom’s best hand. 


While he was fighting, Sayers went 
down as soon as Heenan hit at him. Be- 
fore his arm was broken, Heenan had 
no trouble hitting.Sayers, knocking him 
off his pins or throwing him in the 
wrestling. Had Sayers been obliged to 
stand up and fight Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules he would not have lasted 10 
rounds, Unquestionably the cutting of 
the ropes robbed Heenan and America 
of a victory. The injured arm was 
probably the best thing that could have 
happened to Sayers. Had his right 
been good he might have gone into 
Heenan and been knocked out. 

Sayers was but a middleweight. He 
was a sturdy, enduring man, but could 
not have beaten any good big man of 
any day. Men like Belcher, Spring, 
Neate, Hickman, Sullivan, Fitzsimmons 
and Jeffries would have eaten him alive. 
Tommy Ryan is probably a better and 
bigger man. 

Put it down that though the fight 
ended,in a row, with no decision giver- 
Referee Dowling left the ring when the 
ropes were cut—Heenan had Sayers beat- 
en to death in fair fight when the ring 
was broken by Sayers’ Backers. They 
fought four rounds ater the ring was 
broken and without a referee. Finally 
Sayers refused to get up off his second's 
knee. Heenan dashed in and one of 
Sayers’ seconds hit him. He then turned 
in and licked both seconds, Sayers and 
half of his party. At that his eyes 
oe closed by swellings 20 minutes 
ater.

President Elliott Is Much Op- 
poged to the Game and Has 
No Faith in Committee.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 16.—As an 
indication that the so-ealled death-knell 
to football ukase of the Harvard author- 
liles, 18 not regarded as final, Hatherly 
Foster, '07, was elected today as captain 
of the Harvard varsity football eleven.

“I for one shall never consent to. in- 
tercollegiate football being resumed at 
Harvard until it has been demonstrated 
in actual play that the objectionable 
features of the game have been ruled 
out. A mere paper reform of the game 
will not secure my sanction of the re- 
sumption of intercollegiate football at 
Harvard,” said Dr. Eliot. . 

‘‘Furthermore I do not believe that the 
men who have got into this difficulty 
are the people to get us out.”’ 

“You refer to the old National rules 
committee?’’ was asked.

“But the new rules committee is not 
exclusively composed of members of the 
old committee,’’ was rejoined.

“That was where I got my ear. In 
a round or two it was puffed wp and 
filled with blood so that it looked like 
a ripe tomato.

CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 16.—John A. 
Lewis, general manager of Elijah Dow- 
ie’s prospective “Zion Paradise Planta- 
tion’ in this country, denies that the

The deal for 
the purchase of the Gonzales tract in 
Tamaulipas did fall through and it was 
reported all efforts to enter Mexico had 
been abandoned, but Mr. Lewis declares 
that negotiations are now on for other 
lands in Northern Mexico. He says: 
“We held for some time options on 
a9 hacienda of 760,00 acres, pelonging 
to Sr. Gonzales, but we relinquished our 
options on Nov. 11. On our last tour 
in Mexico we examined tne Gonzales 
tract very thoroughly with expe rt en- 
gineers, and found that it lacked facili- 
ties for irrigation sufficient for our pur- 
wre 
‘About 50,000 acres could have been 

used, and we offered the owner 2 higher 
price than that named in the option for 
that section, but he wanted to dispose 
of the entire tract together and refused 
the offer. | | 
“We hed options on other lands, and 
with those since obtained now hold op- 
tions on more than a million acres. I 
will make a tour this month to investi- 
gate these lands, but we do not want 
to make a mistake in the matter, and 
it will probably be several months be- 
fore ia selection is made. 

“There is no intention whatever of 
abandoning our proposed plantation in 
Mexico.”’
